Boy of 6 


Sheriffs’ deputies credited a mo­ 
tel owner and his wife this week­ 
end with avoiding a repeat of last 
month’s Palm Springs drowning 
accident which took the lives of a 
father and son. 
Rescued from a near twin drown 
ing at the Beckley Motel, across 
from Laurey’s Steak Ranch on 
Highway 111. were Oakland school 
teacher George C. Hoffman, 38. 
and hia son Randy. 8. 
According to deputies, the pair 
were pulled from the motel pool 
Saturday evening by Mr. and Mrs. 
Benton Beckley. owners of the es­ 
tablishment. 
The couple applied artificial res­ 
piration until firemen arrived with 
resuscitation equipment. After 20 
minutes the pair was rushed by 
ambulance to Desert Hospital with 
the father still unconscious and 
the son in hysterical condition 
Hospital authorities released the 
boy Sunday morning. His father 
didn't regain consciousness until 
that time and was subsequently 
transferred to Kaiser Hospital in 
FontanA in what doctors called 
"serious condition " Fears w a r e 
expressed he might h#ve suffered 
brain ftamaae from lack of oxvgeft 
Mrs. Beckley told deputies she 
discovered the pair in the pool 
upon going out to check on their 
safety. She said she had become 
worried after Hoffman told her he 
and his son couldn't swim. 
Upon arriving pooiside she saw 
the elder Hoffman at the bottom 
of the pool and his son struggling 
to keep his head abose water. 
She ran to get her husband and 
the two of them pulled both vic­ 
tims out of the pool w h i l e a 
neighbor ran to phone police.

Dies in Atlanta 


ATLANTA. Ga. - Ty Cobb, 74, 
one of the all-time greats in base­ 
ball. died today at Emory Uni­ 
versity hospital at Atlanta. 
The l e g e n d a r y "Georgia 
Peach'’ of baseball died from a 
complication of ailments describ­ 
ed by hit physician as "a general 
deterioration of health." He suf­ 
fered from the combined effects 
of heart disease, diabetis an d 
arthritis. 
The first ballplayer elected to 
baseball's Hall of Fame. Cobb, 
bom Tyroa Raymond Cobb, led 
the American League in batting 
12 times—nine times in tucrev 
sion. He accumulated 4. HI hits, 
a total that made him the only 
player ever to amass 4.000 safe 
blows. He stole 892 bases in his 
career — M in one season and 
led the American League in stol­ 
en bases for six seasons.

Wednesday and 
Thursday next week, beginning at 
7:30 p.m on each day. 
The program is presented in co­ 
operation with the Palm Springs 
Fire and Police Departments. 
Palm Springs Chapter of the 
American Red Cross, and City 
Recreation Department, and th e 
Chamber of Commerce. The in­ 
struction classes will be given at 
the city summer swimming pool 
on the Desert Inn grounds. 
In addition to the 'raining pro­ 
gram. the Safety Council will for­ 
ward a letter tc each public and 
hotel pool operator listing the legal 
safety aid requirements for public 
pools, ffnrman Harrison. P a l m 
Springs county health and safety 
director, told the Safety Council 
the state law operative a i n c e 
Nov. 19G0 requires: 
—Diagramatic illustrations of ar­ 
tificial 
respiration 
procedures 
posted where clearly visible from 
the nearby deck; 


—Posted telephone numbers of 
the nearest ambulance, hospital, 
fire or police department rescue 
service, physician or pool opera­ 
tor. plus instructions to begin ar­ 
tificial respiration in case of ap­ 
parent need. 
—One or mora poo! lights, strong 
poles with blunt ends or hooks at 
least 12 feet in length for recov­ 
ery. and one or more life rings, 
approximately 17 inches in outside 
diameter. The life rings are to be 
equipped with a 3-16 inch line long 
enough to span the maximum pool 
width. 
In addition, pools without life 
guards must be posted with letters 
at least four inches high. The sign 
must also state "children should 
not use pool without an adult, in 
attendance." Harrison said. 
Committeemen 
A committee to draft the letter 
includes Sherman Dickinson, pres­ 
ident of the Palm Springs Hotel 
and Apartme' Assn., Gus K e 11- 
mann. chief of police. Robert Hill, 
president of the Safety Council, 
and William P Leonesio of t h e 
Palm Springs Fire Department. 
No charge is made for any of 
the classes, which are for adults 
only. Persons amending may come 
prepared to swim and participate 
if desired, but it is not required 
Hill said. Certificates will be 
awarded by the Chamber of Com­ 
merce for attendance at all three 
classes.
